If a will- 
writer marries after making 
his will and makes no men­ 
tion of his wife or children, 
they can claim a part of his 
estate. Only a mention, no 
gift, need be made. "Chil- 
idren" sometimes include 
grandchildren.

; Jim and Jane offered facts 
i showing they were indeed 
jMrs. Sheppard's legal heirs. 
But the estate also put in evi­ 
dence showing they could 
I not be related; she never had 
children nor did she mention 
any grandchildren.

THE TRIAL Judge called 
this a "close question ' but 
finally ruled the children were 
not related to the deceased

Jim and Jane sought a new 
trial so they could introduce 
newly found papers and wit­ 
nesses to show their kinship 
They got no new trial.

The law allows a short time 
for the losing party to seek 
a new trial. If he does not, his 
only chance Is to appeal to a 
higher court. Such courts usu­ 
ally review errors of law bul 
not facts. Facts are left to the 
trial Judge.

A trial judge could allow or 
deny any trial, even though 
there might be some new evi 
dence. Public policy frowns 
upon so called "newly dlscov 
ered evidence." All litigants 
should put in their evidence 
at the trial. Otherwise trials 
might never end. After the 
judgment comes in, therefore 
trying to get in new evidence 
by asking for a new trial is 
usually fruitless.

EVEN IN A criminal trial 
where a person's life or lib­ 
erty is at stake, a new trial 
is hard to get after the con­ 
viction becomes final. Only 
if the accused can find such 
strong evidence that the de­ 
nial would be a miscarriage 
of justice will the higher 
courts order a new trial.
